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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: The structural 
relationship between the sticking unit, the wiping unit and the running unit. 

4. Further regarding claim 1 , where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer 
to specifically define a term of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written 
description must clearly redefine the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition 
so as to put one reasonably skilled in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so 
redefine that claim term. Process Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 
1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term "freely journaled" in claim 1 is 
indefinite in its current use. Freely journaled to what? The accepted meaning is "free 
spinning" when referring to bearings or gears on a shaft. No such bearings, shaft or 
structural relationship with a shaft exists in claim 1 . The Examiner notes that the 
specification refers to the outer frame being freely journaled on the suction nozzle of the 
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sticking unit, which is interpreted as the outer frame being able to rotate about the 
suction nozzle of the sticking unit. However, claim 1 omits the structural relationship 
between the sticking unit and the inner/outer frames. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
